Tho present financial condition of 
this Colony has assumed suoh a ser- 
ious aspeot, that it booomes nocossary 
for tho people to look to tho mattor in 
oarnest, and to submit to no shirking 
of tho responsibility of fating tho 
difficulty of the situation, to allow of 
no procrastination in meeting it, and 
to sanction no further trifling with it. 
"Wo have no desiro to act tho part of 
alarmists, and do not intend to prodict 
any national bankruptcy, fast as we 
have boon drifting to some suoh ond 
for two yeftra and more, wo know tho 
peoplo of this Colony too well to be* 
liovo that thoy will passively submit 
to any such degradation. Tho usual 
and morited ond of spendthrifts who 
live boyond their incomes, and mako 
no provision for tho future, is insol- 
vency ; but tho pooplo of British 
Columbia, aro not rockless of their 
moans and spendthrifts , highly taxed 
as thoy aro and havo been for a long 
time past, thoy do not grudge tho 
payment of what is suilicicnt to carry 
on tho government ol tho colony pro- 
perly. They boliovo in tho resources 
of tho country and will submit to oon- 
sioorubiii peiAOii&l inconvenience and 
deprivations, so long "as thoy look upon 
them as tomporary, and from some in- 
herent cause, necessary for the time 
boing. Many of tho most earnest sup- 
porters of Union during the time thoso 
Colonics wore Bovered, acted irom tho 
conviction, that tho finances of both 
Colonies, alroady soveroly triod by 
too heavy an exponditaro in keeping 
up unnecessary establishments, would 
bonefit from consolidation under one 
government ; it was a most roasonablo 
supposition, and to thoso who havo no 
mtanB of realizing tbo reckless mis- 
management of our Government, it 
muBt seem almost impossible that 
after two years of union such a re- 
duction as was necossary and compat- 
ible with tho altered fitato of things 
should not havo boon effected. Pa- 
tiently did tho public wait, and anxi- 
ously did thoy expect during the first 
year of tho Union, some marked 
alteration in tho expenditure and out- 
lay ; tho socond year wanes and thoy 
expect still, but wiih somewhat alter- 
ed feolings; their patience is well 
nigh exhausted, they are tired of 
being treated as puppots, unfit 
for anything but to pay tuxes. 
However, all things must have an ond, 
and tho peoples' cnduianco of seeing 
their monoy wasted, and of being 
kept in ignoranoo respecting tho am- 
ount of their debts, has reached a cli- 
max which will soon bring it to an 
end ono way or tho other.

if np bettor acconnts of incomo and 
expenditure aro sent to England than 
aro vouchsafed to those who pay the 
monoy in this Colony, tho holdors of 
British Columbian bonds will very 
naturally feel some little alarm at tho 
unsatisfactory stato of their debtors 
affairs. A commercial mun, who has 
discounted tho bills of a trader card- 
ing on a small but substantial and in- 
creasing business, fools no anxiety eo 
long as ho scos the trader sticking 
oloso to his work and not launching 
out iuto txtravaganoios, but tho mo- 
ment ho aces that he becomes inat- 
tontivo to business and indulgos in 
luxuries and exponsos far boyond his 
means, and that tho business rapidly 
falls oil', ho becomos alarmed and looks 
anxiously to tho valuo of his collatoral 
securities, and if bo hau nouo of thoso, 
then ho makes np his mind to a loss. 
If tho trader acknowledges ho ia going 
behind, but rolusoa to say to vviiut ox- 
tont, and declines tocunail liis oxpon. i
